Is is 
possible that a part of the corn will revive ; 
but the small grains are a complete wreck. 
Never has such a storm visited Central 
Illinois, within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitants. We have not as yet learned the 
breadth of country which the storm included, 
or the damage sustained ; but we know that 
in this region the yin was more than twenty 
miles wide. Fortunately, in our city no 
houses were blown down or otherwise éeri- 
ously injured; but in various parts of the 
county, the houses and barns were blown 
down and shivered into atoms. Up to this 
date we bave heard of five persons who were 
killed, and quite a number who were more or 
lese scriously wounded.

Not over half of Cook's party were 
armed, and £0 more than 200 of them at most 

Among their killed 
are Capt. Carl Britt, and a Lieutenant. Cook’s 
men are prepared to join Capt. Totten’s expe- 
diton in disputing’ J ackson's passage.
